Grand Jury Scheduled to 
Meet Jan. 20—Informa- 
tion on FBI Study of 
Dairies Given to Jus- 
tice Department. 


A federal grand jury investiga- 
tion into milk and other food 
prices in St. Louls was ordered 
today by Attorney General Tom 
C. Clark at Washington. 


The grand jury, which is sched- 
uled to reconvene Jan. 20 but may 
be called sooner, will be asked to 
investigate “especially the produc- 
tion, distribution and high price 
of milk” in the St. Louis metro- 
politan area, Clark said, 

John Ford Baecher, acting chief 
of the anti-trust division of the 
Department of Justice, will direct 
the inquiry here, in co-operation 
with United States District At- 
torney Drake Watson. 

Assisting Baecher are George B. 
Haddock, Walter B. Murphy and 
John R. Niesley. Murphy and 
Niesley were due in St, Louis to- 
day with letters from Clark au- 
thorizing them to make the in- 
qguiry. 

Murphy was in St. Louis two 
months ago preparing material on 
milk prices here for the grand 
jury. The Federal Bureau of In- 
vestigation has been making an 
intensive study of the milk situa- 
tion and has turned over to the 
anti-trust division the results of 
ita inquiry. 

Part of General Campaign. 

The St. Louis inquiry is part of 
the Justice Department's general 
campaign started late last year to 
‘begin action under the anti-trust 
laws in cases where it could es- 
tablish violations contributing to 
the high cost of wg 

Two months, ago - Past-Dis- 
patch disclosed that the’ anti- 
trust division of the Department 
of Justite was considering the 
possibility of seeking indictments 
against some dai officers here 
on the basis of alleged price-fix- 
ing practices prior to 1942. 

Demands for the investigation 
followed several sticcessive. in- 
creases in the retail price of milk 
in the last year, which have made 
the price here one of the highest 
in the United States. 

A reliable authority informed 


the Post-Dispatch that the anti- 
trust division, in its 1941 investi- 
Ration, found evidence of price 
fixing and obtained admissions of 
some dairy company officers that 
the retail milk prices were fixed 
by them at that time, first by con- 
sultation by telephone and later 
by secret meetings. 

In the present inquiry, informa- 
tion gathered in 1941 for presenta- 
tion to the grand jury in the 
epring of 1942 has been taken up 
again. A Juatice Department 
spokesman said the department 
believes that the 1941 situation in 
St. Louis should have resulted in 
indictments. 

When the earlier grand jury was 
disbanded, material subpenaed 
from dairies was returned to them. 
After the present inquiry began 
several months ago, investigators 
were told that the dairies’ files had 
been cleaned out. in line with 
usual business practice. 

Consumers Urged Inquiry. 

The present investigation came 
ms a result of the demand of the 
Consumer Federation of St. Louis 
that federal and state officials in- 
quire into the activities of dairies 
to determine if there have been 
violations of anti-trust law 4s.

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Two-Year Free College Courses 
Urged by Truman Commission 
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WASHINGTON, Jan. 12 (UP)— 
President Truman's commission 
on higher education today urged 
establishment of a nation-wide, 
state-supported system of com- 
munity colleges to provide two 
years of free schooling. 

The recommendation was con- 
tained in the third of a series of 
six reports by the commission of 
28 civic and education figures. 

The commission recommended 
that all states “enact permissive 
legislation under which communi- 
ties will be authorized to extend 
their public school systems 
through the fourteenth year.” 

Most public school programs 
now embrace only the first 12 
years—eight years of elementary 
and four years of secondary edu- 
cation. 

The commission, headed by Dr. 
George F, Zook, chairman of the 
American Council on Education, 
suggested that a network of com- 
munity colleges embracing the 
thirteenth and fourteenth grades 
be established in each state,

Assessed valuation on real es- 
tate increased leas in St, Louis 
last year than it did in most Amer- 
ican cities, according to a survey 
published in the current issue of 
the National Municipal Review, 
The increase here was 10 percent, 
compared to a per capita average 
increase of 15.7 per cent for 321 
cities, 

However, the St. Louls tax rate, 
contrary to the general trend, was 
increased one cent to §2.74 per 
$100 valuation in 1947. For the 
221 cities as a whole, the tax rate 
decreased half a cent, the first 
drop in four years. 

The tax rate of St. Louis was 
below that of six of the gine 
cities in the 800,000 to 1,000,000 
population group. Cities in this

Burden of Tax Exemption, 

“It is obvious,” the review sald, 
“that the privilege of tax exemp- 
tion is fostering a heavier burden 
on ‘paying’ property, that the basic 
revenue source of local govern- 
ments is

Partly responsible for the large 
national increase in assessed val- 
uation was a recent Illinois statute 
requiring that property be assessed 
at 100 per cent-of trué value. This 
increased the valuation of assess- 
ments in 20 Illinois cities sur- 
veyed by 47 per cent, Chicago's 
assessment alone jumping $2,800,-

The Post-Dispatch today placed 
in full operation its new mechani- 
cal building on Olive street, east 
of the main Post-Dispatch build- 
ing. New presses (27 printing 
unks) represent, with other new 
machinery, a $1,500,000 installation 
in the $1,000,000 Annex structure. 

Today, as every reader will no- 
tice, the Post-Dispatch is longer, 
by more than two inches, than its 
previous issues. The page length 
has been increased from 21% to 
23 9-16 inches. This change made 
it impossible tv use the old 
presses, in the main building, 
geared to the old page dimensions, 
for any part of today’s job of pub- 


lication, and required the new 
equipment to assume the entire 
load on its first day. 


270,600 32-Page Papers Per Hour. 

When the first-floor windows of 
the Annex, now blacked over, are 
cleared a few days hence, the pub- 
lic will be able to see the new 
presses running, at speeds which 
Sive the: entire battery a maxi- 
mum capacity of 270,000 32-page 
papers an hour. 

The public’s view will include 
the upper press structure, with its 
gleaming array of pipe rollers 
guiding webs of paper to the as- 
sembly and folding mechanisms; 
the printing units, at first-floor 
level, covered by black steel cas- 


ings and looking not unlike boil- 
ers; the handling of paper in the 
basement to replace the rapidly 
unwinding rolls, with no stop for 
the necessary paste-up connection 
-—all now done by machinery with- 
out diminution of speed; and the 
constant ascent of the finished 
product to the second floor mail- 
ing room, 


With the shift from the old 
press equipment, in the main 
building, to the new presses in 
the Annex, the transfer of me- 
chanical branches. of the 
Post-Dispatch to the new quarters 
was completed. The composing 
room and_ stereotyping plant 
moved into the third floor of the 
new building on one of the hottest 
days of last August.. The photo- 
engraving plant remains in the 
main building, and. there is no 
present plan for its removal. Ex- 
cept for it, the main building will 
be used entirely by the editorial, 
news and business departments, 


and by Radio Station KSD, whose 
546-foot television tower is on top 
of the Annex, 
Work Interrupted by War. 

But for the war,;the change 
made today would have come four 
or five years sooner. Plang for 
the Annex were begun near the 
end of 1940, and construction was 
completed late in 1942, The new 
presses, ordered in March, 1941,

The only public use of any part 
of the Annex, in the war and im- 
mediate postwar periods, was the 
displaying on the first floor, in 
May and June, 1945, of photomurals 
of the German concentration camp 
atrocities. The pictures, viewed 
here by more than 80,000 persons, 
were shown later in the Library 
of Congress, Washington, and in 
several Missouri and Iinols cities 
in addition to several cities in the 
east, 


New Battery of Presses. 

Twenty-one standard black and 
white printing units, six units for 
either black-white or’ color print- 
ing, and six folding mechanisms, 
compose the new battery of 
presses, The color units make 
possible the use of four colors in 
the daily paper. The equipment 
includes the original order placed 
with the manufacturers in 1941, 
and additional units made neces- 
sary by the circulation growth of 
the Post-Dispatch, notably its in- 
crease on Sunday from 310,000 to 
410,000. 


Miniature railroads convey the 
stereotype plates to the press beds 
on the first floor, and the rolls 
of paper to their basénient start- 


ing points in the printing process. 
Auto-pasters, in the basement, at- 
tach new rolls to the end of rolls 
completing their cycle; this 
change may come as frequently as 
every 20 minutes, and it is now 
made without lessening speed. If 
a web of paper breaks, the sensi- 
tive press mechanism stops imme- 
diately, and the tangling of a mass 
a paper with the rollers ig avoid- 
ed. 


For each of the two lines of 
presses, four motors furnish 600 
horsepower, a total of 1200 horse- 
power for both lines. The presses 
rest on concrete slabs 154 feet 
long and 18 Inches thick, which 
are independent of the building 


floor. 


By an odd mechanical trick, 
every fiftieth paper printed—this 
applies to 32-page papers—is laid 
slightly on the bias in the pile of 
finished papers; this for the con- 
venience of the mailing room in 
filling circulation orders. If a 64- 
page issue ig being printed, every 
twenty-fifth paper is thus dis- 
tinguished from the others.

Katyn Forest Murders, 

The complcte atory of the mur- 
der of 11,000 Polish officera in 
the Katyn Forest near Smolensk 
has never been told, but b-cause 
I am free today I can shed new 
light on a catastrophe which, 
while numerically smal] in the 
great picture of World War II's 
mass murders, remains asignif- 
icant because it gave Russia a 
long-awaited reason to break dip- 
lomatic relations with Poland, 
and because it remains a mile- 
atone in the appeasement of the 
USSR, by the British and 
Americans. 

As jate as March 13, 1942, Rus- 
sian Ambassador Boromolov had 
replicd—in a formal note—that 
the 11,000' missing officers had 
been released in the so-called “am- 
nesty” of July, 1941, but fewer 
than 400 of these men, who had 
been held as prisoners of war at 
Red Army camps of Kozielsk, 
Starobielsk and Ostashkov, had 
reported to Gen. Anders, These 
400 were sent to Moscow when 
the others were sent westward to 
their doom, 

In London, we had been receiv- 
ing disquieting news from our Pol- 
ish underground concerning these 
men. We learned they had writ- 
ten to their families in the spring 
of 1941 that they would be sent 
home. Then all mail from the offl- 
cers stopped, And all we were able 
to receive from the) Russians 
thereafter were evasive replies or 
outright untruths, 

Mere is the true story. 

In the spring of 1941, when Hit- 
ler and Stalin were atill allies, the | 
Germans decided to train 930,000 
Ukrainians for service in the Ger- 
man armies. They set up training 
camps at Krosno and near Zako- 
pane. The Ukrainians had escaped 
from the Soviet-occupied zone of 
Poland and made their way to the 
German zone of occupation. 

The Russians soon learned of 
these training plans and protested 
to their Axis ally. Then came a 
deal whereby the 30,000 Ukrain- 
lanes were to be exchanged for the 
11,000 Polish officers the Russians 
were holding.

so on. And at last another sole 
| ruler will be chosen for the Soviet 
Union by the ruthless law of the 
survival of the fittest. 

Effect Is Pondered. 

What interests the experts about 
these struggles is, of course, their 
probable effect upon the Soviet 
state and power. The best pre- 
diction is that the form of the 
Soviet state will remain always 
outwardly unaltered, whatever 
dark melodrama may be enacted 
within the Kremlin's guarded 
walls. 

But In such struggles, the start- 
ing points, at least ostensibly, are 
always disputes over licy.

Let us stop complaining about our ups 
and downs, It is an observable fact 
that sound enterprise with sound manh- 
agement weathers the economic storm 
and continues to serve the public with 
its product, We should remember that 
nobody but the stupid ever starved in 
America, With a little honest introspec- 
tion we are forced to conclude that the 
percentage, even of this group who have 
fallen by the wayside, ia pitifully small, 

Perhaps the most unfortunate thing 
that Mr. Davia anid was: "Bo far the 
agricultural population loss has been a 
healthy development for the long term 
economic future of the farmers, It has 
raised individual productivity on the 
farm and per capita farm income.” 

As a farmer, I can tell Mr, Davis that 
the loss of the agricultural population 
has been too selective for the healthy 
development of our leng-term economic 
future as a nation. The bright boys 
went to the city where the big money 
was, The fact ia that it takes the same 
sort of brain to earn $1600 a year on &0 
acres that it does’to earn $16,000 a year 
as.a business executive, 

As a nation we are in the position of 
the riverboat that pays the engineer 10 
times as much as the pilot. We may 
get up a tremendous amount of steam 
but our odds on wiftding up on a sand- 
bar are pretty good. 

My point is that the production of 
food and materials for clothing is the 
only really important business we have. 

I can't think of any more inspiring 
future for our children than to live in a 
land of well-tended and productive top- 
soll like some of our grandfathers had, 
well fed and broke.

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An Explanation About Toilets 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch; 

A recent letter raised the queation of 
the lack of inside water closets in some 
of the older residential structures in St. 
Louis. An explanation of the procedur 
followed by the Health Division in eli 
inating illegal toilet facilities (privy 
vaults) in probably in order. 

City ordinances require that a land- 
lord provide flush-type toilet facilities 
(water closets) in sewered areas of the 
city. However, in view of severe short- 
ages of material the past few years, the 
Health Division has observed the prac- 
tice of requiring the replacement of only 
the privy vaults found to be definite 
nuisances Or hazards to the ‘public 
health, 

In addition, all those privy vaults 
which are found by the housing and 
neighborhood survey currently being 
conducted by the Health Division are 
required to be replaced by water closets, 

It ja the purposé of the Health Divi- 
sion to require replacement of all privy 
vaults as rapidly as plumbing supplies 
become available, both through court ac- 
tion, if necessary, and by encouraging 
owners to make such changes volun- 
tarily,

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That Kansas Dismissal 


Dismissal in Kansas of Southwestern Bell's pe- 
tition for a 20 per cent rate increase was on a 
point which is largely procedural and it leaves 
the door open for further consideration of the 
application, Nonetheless, the action is signifi- 
cant. Certainly it has special .interest for Mis- 
sourlans before whose utility regulating body 
the same company now has pending a rate in- 
crease proposal. 

The Kansas dismissal reflects an established 
public policy of the state, written into its law- 
books. This policy is that a utility must bear 
the full burden of achieving a rate increase. Thus, 
a utility is required to pay the costs of the 
state's investigation of a rate increase schedule, 
apecial counsel fees for the state and so on, 

Similarly, Kansas requires a utility to itemize 
the services on which the requested increase in 
rates is based. 

When the Kansas Corporation Commission, 
counterpart of the Missouri Public Service Com- 
mission, read the Southwestern Bell petition it 
did not find a detailed statement of the services 
and materials furnished to Southwestern Bell by 
the parent A.T.&T. and the Western Electric, 
equipment manufacturing subsidiary of the hold- 
ing company. 

So, without taking time to hear the state's ar- 
gument against the petition, Chairman Jeff 
Robertson and his fellow commissioners, De Witt 
M. Stiles and Charles Warren, sustained a mo- 
tion to dismiss. It caught the lawyers for the 
telephone company flatfooted.. The most South- 
western Bell has done to explain its predicament 
is to criticize the statute as unreasonable, Ac- 
cording to the company, strict compliance would 
mean listing of more than 100,000 items pur- 
chased from Western Electric and proof that 
each individual insulator bought from that com- 
pany met the cost requirements of the law. 

The telephone company has 10 days in which 
to decide its next atep. Followers of the case in 
Topeka expect that it will first ask for a re- 
hearing by the commission. If this rehearing 
is denied, the probable second move would be to 
go into the Shawnee County Court, judicial body 
for Kansas state capital litigation. 

There Southwestern Bell might ask the court 
to enjoin the commission from prohibiting the 
company from installing its proposed rate in- 
crease. Should any one of three judges of the 
Shawnee County Court so enjoin the commis- 
sion, the new rates would go into effect. This, 


however, would be under bond and if the rates* 


were not finally sustained, the bond would as- 
sure repayment of the inereased rates to tele- 
phone users, 

Thus in Kansas, eyes are turrfed to the Shaw- 
nee County Court. The three judges take cases 
by lot and the public has no way of knowing 
which one might handle an injunction application 
by the telephone company. 

Should the County Court issue an Injunction 
against the Corporation Commission, the State 
undoubtedly would appeal to the Kansas Su- 
preme Court. This would tend to make the rate 
increase at least an indirect Issue in the judi- 
clal primary and election which are held along 
with the regular primary and election in Kansas 
this year. 

So the Kansas telephone rate case is not closed. 
If the company gets an increase, it will be re- 
quired to do more than go before the State Com- 
mission with a general statement of what it would 
like to have. There are many hurdles ahead. 
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Dr. Bredeck’s Outhouse 

Dr. Bredeck is in an equivocal position. He is 
charged by law with enforcing the anti-privy 
ordinance, yet he is the administrator of proper-. 
ty at 826-32 Farrar street where eight families 
use a single outside toilet. He has two excuses. 
One is high costs and a shortage of plumbing 
supplies. The other is his reliance on an inter 
pretation of the law to mean_merely that outside 
tollets should have sewer ¢onnections and be 
kept clean, He claims these virtues for the 
toilet on the Bredeck property. 

The anti-privy law was enacted in 1909. For 
how many years, when costs were low and plumb- 
ing supplies adequate, has Dr. Bredeck delayed 
in making the improvement? Whether the Bre- 
deck outhouse is clean or not, should not the 
Health Commissioner have bent over backward 
to obey the strict letter of the law? As it is, 
the owners of the 33,000 dwellings in St. Louis 
that have outhouses can take aid and comfort 
from the situation at 826-32 Farrar street.

his generally sympathetic leadership. 

Nor should the value of the many musical lec- 
tures he has delivered from time to time be un- 


derrated. His charm and facility of expression. 


and his copious scholarship enabled him to make 
musical analysis fascinating as well as intelligi- 
ble. 

Many of the activities in which Mr. Chapple 
was the prime mover will be seriously crippled 
if not lost. This could have been avoided if the 
resources of the community had been so utilized 
as to provide him with a fab that commanded 
all of his imaginative zeal and rewarded him pro- 
portionately. 

Specifically, he could have been made Direc- 
tor of Music at Washington University with funds 
that were available for such a purpose if the uni- 
versity had been responsive to the sort of pro- 
gram, already undertaken els¢where, which he 


‘advocated. In effect, this was designed to make 


music a dynamic element in the whole academic 
community through the formation of choruses 
and bands, through student operas and through 
lectures that induced a cultural rather than a 
professional view of music. 

Strong representations in Mr. Chapple’s behalf 
were made to the university authorities by a 
large number of representative citizens. It is 
nothing against the musician finally chosen that 
the university wanted a music department that 
was limited in its fun¢tions. It is disheartening, 
however, to realize that the university could have 
made a start at placing itself on a level with 
other great schools in this important department 
of its instruction in the humanities. The univer- 
sity muffed its chance and the city has lost Mr. 
Chapple, 
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The Board Wins, But— 


On the issue of inspecting school lunchrooms, 
the Board of Education has been upheld by Cir- 
cuit Judge Francis E. Williams, He has decided 
that it is not legally compelled to submit school 
lunchrooms to inspection by the city’s health de- 
partment under the clean-restaurant ordinance. 

It is sad to think that the board ever shouid 
have raised the question, or that later, under the 
pressure of public opinion, it should have made 
the half-concession of inviting the Health De- 
partment to make “courtesy” inspections. This 
Health Commissioner Bredeck refused to do; 
and, certainly, inspection is meaningless without 
authority to order improvements and to close an 
eating place in case of non-compliance. 

Since other restaurants are now graded A, B 
or C, the people of St. Louis are more concerned 
than ever about the conditions under which their 
Law or no law, the Board of Edu- 
‘tation would do well to satisfy this legitimate 
interest. 
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Not Worth It 


State Répresentative Edwin A. Smith's bill to 
reduce the salary of the Sheriff of St. Louis 
from $10,000 to $8000 has more to commend it 
than novelty. On present salary scales, the 


. Sheriff gets as much as the Mayor and $1000 a 


year more than a Circuit Judge. This is a joke 
at the taxpayers’ expense. The Sheriff has no 
responsibility whatever in the detection and ap- 
prehension of lawbreakers. 
entirely administrative, the post is regarded as a 
political sinecure. There is not even a remote 
comparison between it and the burden which 
must be borne by Mayor Kaufmann in conduct- 
ing the affairs of a city of 900,000 people. Rep- 
resentative Smith puts the case in one sentence: 
“The job just ian't worth $10,000 a year.” The 
alternative to reducing the Sheriff's pay is to 
abolish his office. 
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The Gambling of Senator Thomas 

In a way, Senator Elmer Thomas is the big- 
gest fish taken yet in the commodity speculator 
dragnet. His operations may have been smaller 
than Edwin Pauley’s but they have at least equal- 
ly great implications. : 

The Senator says that he only tries “to rep- 
resent the people of Oklahoma” but has to play 
the markets to supplement his salary. However: 
“At no time have I had any information about 
any security and commodity that was not at the 
same time available to the public.” 

Recall, however, that Elmer Thomas was chair- 
man of the Senate Agriculture Committeé in the 
previous Congress. He was the very spearhead 
of the powerful farm bloc. Recall that he un- 
remittingly tried to raise the price of cotton by 
legislation. 

It is not true that, in this situation, even a 
speech by Senator Thomas could raise the price 
of cotton futures? While he was making those 
bullish speeches, did the Senator tell the public 
he was gambling in cotton? 

The Senator's conduct calls for censure. 
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A Necessary Airport Step 

One bill which the Missouri Legislature may 
check and then pass without debate is that which 
Senator Horn of St. Louis has introduced to 
create a Municipal Airport Commission for St. 
Louls, Such a commission was recommended hy 
the Governmental Research Institute to bring 
order to the present complicated. regulation of 
aviation matters by several city departments and 
agencies. The proposal has the indorsement of 
Mayor Kaufmann as providing integrated handl- 
ing of airport problems and decisions until a 
metropolitan area authority can be set up on a 
two-state basis. 

This meritorious bill may lag, however, unless 
it is pushed by the city and county’s legislators, 
The metropolitan area enabling bill was caught 
in the jam at the end of the last session and 
failed after the Illinois Legislature passed the 
companion measure at Springfield. Senator 
Horn and his associates should be on the alert 
to assure early passage of both bills.

A device by which colleges and corpora- 
tions are combining to save millions of 
dollars a year in federal taxes is coming 
under fire in Congress, 


This tax-saving device, which takes ad- 
vantage of the exempt status of educa- 
tional institutions, is catching on around 
the country at a rate that is causing alarm 
among federal tax authorities, The cost 
in federal revenue eventually could run 
into the hundreds of millions, 


What is happening is that business firms 
in growing numbers are selling out to col- 
lewes and universities. In some cases, col- 
leges actually are operating the businesses 
they buy, and pocketing the tax-free 
profits. In other cases, colleges are buying 
only the plant or the buildings in which 
the business operates, and then leasing the 
property back to the former owners. The 
rental is tax free to the college, and is de- 
ductible from the business's taxable in- 
come because it is an expense of doing 
business. This deduction normally is 
greater than deductions the business has 
been taking for such expenses as mainte- 
nance, depreciation and real estate taxes. 


Alumni Sometimes Help 


How the device works, {tn more detail, is 
seen in the following typical deal: 


A univeraity la approached by a business 
man, who offers his business for sale, in 
whole or in part. The university may not 
be able to go into such a deal in its own 
name, and the proposition is referred to a 
group of alumni or friends, 


This group sets up a nonprofit corpora 
tion to buy the business for the univer- 
sity. To finance the purchase, it often is 
able to draw on the university’s endow- 
ment fund, This may be supplemented by 
an issue of university bonds or by a loan 
from a bank. 

If the business is bought outright, it ts 
operated by the alumni association, Profits 
are earmarked for the university, The 
alumni corporation has no tax to pay be- 
cause it makes no profit for itself. The 
university pays no tax, because it is ex- 
empt by law. As for the former owner, he 
often is rehired to run the business. 


Operation as Before 


If only the plant or building !s bought, 
Operation usually remains in the hands of 
the former owners or managers. The uni- 
versity merely leases the property back to 
the management of the business, The cash 
paid to the business for ita property can 
be used for expansion, for operation or for 
other investment. The money paid by the 
business for rent on the property it for- 
merly owned can be deducted for tax pur- 
poses. There is no practical change in the 
operation of the firm except that it geta a 
tax advantage and some extra cash, 


To the university, the deal produces new 
tax-free income, If it.operates the busi- 
ness, directly or through its own non-profit 
corporation, its earning position usually is 
good, because it has a tax advantage over 
private competitors, If it leases the prop- 


erty back to the former owners, the re- 
turn generally is better than the univer- 
sity could expect through other types of 
investment, such as Government bonds or 
private securities, 

To the Treasury, the transaction adds up 
to a dead loss. As long as the business 
is operated by a private taxpaying corpo-, 
ration, the profits are taxed at 38 per cent. 
When the business is owned and operated 
by a university, it goes off the tax rolls. 


If the university becomes merely the 
landlord, with operation of the business re- 
maining in the hands of the former own- 
ers, the revenue loss is amalier, but atill 
might be substantial An extra burden 
falls on other taxpayers, 


Educational Department Store 


Colleges in business, as official studies 
show, are multiplying. According to re- 
cent testimony before a House committee, 
institutions that have gone into business 
on a large scale include New York Uni- 
versity, University of Pennsylvania, Wash- 
ington University of St. Louls, Union Col- 
lege of Schenectady, N, Y., Yale University, 
Cornell University and University of Roch- 
ester. Here are some specific cases; 


A big department store building In Phila- 
delphia, sold to a university, has been 
lensed back to the private management for 
23 years at an annual rental of $275,000, A 
leather company, with assets valued at $35,- 
000,000, has been bought by a nonprofit 
group that signed over all the earnings to 
a university, 

A railroad freight station and more than 
50 business buildings in Missour! ara owned 
by Washington University, Income from 
these properties is close to $f£00,000 a year, 
on which no federal tax is paid, 


Schools Not the Only Ones 


A retail chain recently sold {ts real es- 
tate, valued at $16,000,000, to Union College 
in Schenectady. The chain now leases the 
property from the university. The college, 
thus, gets a tax-exempt rental income and 
the chain gets a cut in its income tax be- 
cause it can deduct the rent it pays. 

A spaghett! factory, one of the largest in 
the country, has been converted into a non- 
profit business, with all earnings ear- 
marked for New York University Law 
School. If it had remained in private 
hands, the Government would be collecting 
an income tax of more than $200,000 a year, 


These are typical of the tax-saving deals 
that are worrying Congress, the Treasury 
and private competitors. Colleges and uni- 
versities are not alone in this field of tax- 
exempt business. Foundations of various 
kinds own businesses that pay no federal 
taxes, Many churches and charities are in 
business on a tax-exempt basis, 

The problem {is how far to go In head- 
ing off this trend toward tax-free business, 
Congress dislikes the idea of taxing money 
that is to be used for education or charity. 
But it faces a problem of revenue. It also 
faces complaints from private business 
about tax-free competition,

If the official astrologers of Tibet ad- 
vise the Dalai Lama to close his country's 
borders until 1950, far be it from us to dis- 
agree.

Nature has helped, of course, There is 


nothing In Tibet's barren uplands that any- 
body wanted.

So the British view seems realistic-—that 
it is no mystic danger that the official 
astrologers profess to see, but the danger 
that Tibet may suddenly have become val- 
uable strategically, If this is true, the 
world’s last relic of isolationism has been . 
erased, even though the Tibetans reach * 
back in fear to the only protection they 
have needed in the past,

ROCHESTER, N.Y., Jan. 12 
(AP)—The American Red Cross 
today launched a nation-wide pro- 
gram to supply life-saving blood 
and many amazing blood products 
free to all sick and injured citi- 
zens, 

The program is an outgrowth 
of the wartime mobilization of 
blood whfch sent millions of pints 
of blood and plasma overseas, sav- 
ing untild Iivea among war casu- 
alties. 

It gets under way formally with 
dedication this afternoon of the 
first unit here of a network of 
regional and local blood centers 
to be operated by the Red Cross 
in co-operation with physiciang 
and hospitals, 

Plans call for eventual estab- 
lishment of about 140 metropoli- 
tan centers, with 250 more sec- 
ondary centers in smaller commu- 
nities, and several hundred mo- 
bile units reaching Into rural and 
suburban areas. 

It will be three to five years 
before all communities can be 
reached, said Basil O’Connor, na- 
tional Red Cross president, 

Physicians estimate that dona- 
tions of 3,700,000 pints of blood, 
which cannot be made syntheti- 
cally, will be needed annually. 
This will meet demands for treat- 
ing the sick and victims of acci- 
dents, and begin a supply in case 
of catastrophe or war. The cen- 
ters will serve all hospitals. 

As in wartime, citizens will be 
asked to donate blood in a simple 
and relatively painlesa procedure, 
The Red Cross will pay costs of 
processing and distribution, Pa. 
tients receiving blood or blood 
products will pay only the charges 
by physicians or hospitals for ad- 
ministering it. 

Most of the blood, O’Connor 
said, will be used as whole blood

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GIN RUMMY —Game of Many Variations 


Famous Card Expert’ Begins Series of Articles on How to Play It 


By Oswald Jacoby 


| on gin rummy, I am faced with 
an unusual situation, The game 
is intensely popular, but in its 
rapid growth numerous variations 
have developed in different cities, 
and in fact in different parts of 
the same city. In m 
the game I recogn this fact 
and prepared a code of laws that 
covers all these variations, 


It is my intention eventually to 


discuss them all thoroughly, but 
as a starter I am faced with an- 
other aituation, Many of you 
readers will never have played 
even one game of gin rummy but 
would like to learn. So, I intend 
to devote my early articles of this 
series to beginners, only. If you 
already play gin, I trust you will 


read them and bear with me until . 


I get around to stuff that will 
prove of more interest to you. 

Gin rummy is primarily a two- 
handed game, so let’s assume that 
you and I are going to play, To 
start with we take a stan 
deck of 52 cards and cut for deal, 
The player cutting low deals the 
first hand, Ace is low, duece 
next, and so on up to the king, 
which is high. If we both cut 
cards of the same rank, the tie 
is broken by ranking the suits as 
follows: clubs, diamonds, hearts 
and spades (high). Except for 
the cut all auita rank alike, 

Suppose you cut low. Now you 
shuffle the cards, I cut them and 
you deal the top card to me, the 
next to yourself and continue 
until we each have ten. The 
twenty-first card is then placed 
face up in the center oft the table 
and becomes the up-card, The re- 
maining cards are placed next to 
it face down and. .become the 
stock. 

If I wish, I may take the up- 
card into my hand, This gives me 
11 cards, and I must discard one 
of them to get back to my proper 
number-—ten, Discarding is sim- 
ple, I take one of the cards from 
my hand and place it face up next 
to the stock. Later on, there will 
be more discards: and each dis- 
card is placed on top of the previ-

If I don’t want the up-card I 
refuse it by eaying “No” or other- 
wise indicating that I don’t want 
it. In this case you have the 
right to take it. If you do, you 
discard some other card, 

If we both refuse the up-card, 
it is up to.me as the non-dealer 
to begin play by drawing the top 
card from.the stock and adding 
it to my hand. I now have 11 
cards and discard one, placing it 
face up on top of the up-card. 


The same card may not be used 
fs part of two matched groups, 
Thus, if you hold the 8-7-6 of 
spades, the six of hearts and six 
of diamonds you may use the 
spade six in one of the two groups 
only. You may, of course, wait 
until the end of the hand to de- 
cide which one.’ If you draw the 
nine of spades you will use the 
spade six with the other two sixes, 
as your 9-8-7 of spades will form 
another matched set; if you draw 
the six of clubs, you will use the 


spade six in the sequence and the 
other three sixes as a matched set, 

In drawing and discarding you 
will endeavor to match as many 
cards as possible, at the same 
time paying attention to what 
your opponent is doing. Eventual- 
ly one of you will terminate play 
by knocking. . 

The general object of the play 
in gin rummy is the same as in 
most other games. You want to 
win points. In order to win points 
you endeavor to match up as 
many of your cards as possible in 
matched sets and sequences, 

A matched set consists of three 
or four cards of the same rank, 
such as four kings, three jacks, 
etc. A matched sequence consists 
of three or more cards of the 
same suit in unbroken order of 
rank, such as the king-queen-jack 
of spades or the six-five-four-three 
of hearts. The carda in each auit 
rank in the order K-Q-J-10-9-8-7- 
6-5-4-3-2-A. 

At the end of any hand that is 
played to a decision (some hands 
result in a standoff) your un- 
matched cards will be counted 
against you while your matched 
cards will not be counted at g4)ll. 
Each unmatched spot card is 
counted at its pip value; an ace 
counts one point, a deuce two 
points, a threespot three points, 
etc. All picture cards are counted 
at 10 points each, 

This operation completes. my 
play and it is your turn to make 
your play. 

You have your choice between 
taking my discard or the top card 
of the atock, In either case you 
put the card in your hand and 
then make a diacard, 

There ia an important difference 
here. When you draw from the 
stock you may discard that card, 
but when you take the top card of 
the discard pile you may not dis- 
card it to complete that play. You 
must discard one of your other 10 
cards. 

In general this practice of draw- 
ing and discarding continues un- 


til the hand ends.

REJUVENATING WINDOW 
SHADES, 

If you happen to be saving your 
pennies in the hope of some day 
owning a whole pound of golden 
butter, try rejuvenating your old 
dirty, faded window shades in- 
stead of buying new ones, 


Cloth window shades can be 
washed, painted or turned upside 
down on the rollers if they are 
faded and torn at the bottom, 


Washing a shade is done with 
warm water and ai <\Iittle soap. 
Taka the shade down and unroll 
it (a brilliant plece of advice), 
Leave it unrolled after washing 
until dry. 

There are special paints for 
shades and these will not crack 
easily. The shade should be 
washed first and allowed to dry 
before brushing or spraying on the 
paint. 

Taking a shade off the roller 
so it can be turned upside down 
is child's play. The shade is held 
on the roller by little staples. Pry 
these off and then trim off the 
end of the cloth where the staples 
have left holes. 

Now take the opposite end of 
the shade and cut off the hem 
with the stick of wood inside. 
Fold about one half inch of the

South passed the trick to West, 
since he would have to give up 
two clubs in any event to clear 
the suit, 

West observed his partner's 
heart signal by laying down the 
queen—and it was at this point 
that the fate of the contract hung 
in the balance. If East had fol- 
lowed suit with a low heart, 
South’s course would have been 
clear—simply to duck, and In that 
way keep West on lead. Then, 
since West started with only two 
hearts, it would not matter that 
the ace was knocked out on the 
next round, Declarer could con- 
cede another club trick and soon 
claim his contract. 

East, however, cizing up the sit- 
uation perfectly, did not permit 
his partner to be kept on lead 
with the heart queen, He over- 
took with the heart king! He was 
well aware that this play risked 
the establishment, of a second 
heart trick for declarer, but he 
felt sure the timing advantage 
it gave the defense would over- 
balance any defect! 

East was right! When the heart 
ae was put up on the queen, 
declarer was helpless. The best 
he could do was win with the 
ace and clear his club suit, in the 
hope that West had no more 
hearts. West, however, did have 
another valuable heart, and when 
East got in with the jack, the 
spade return defeated the con- 
tract two tricks. ;

American shipping com- 
panies jointly provided four ships; Ameri- 
can airlines collaborated to furnish planes 
which flew pamphlets of hope and the 
promise of succor to desperate people. 


‘The spirit stimulated by this crusading 
. newsman spread to Hawaii, where plant- 
ers rushed a plane load of sugar. It reached 
across to France, where dock workers stop- 
ped squabbling long enough to unload the 
Friend Ship. From the Atlantic to the fron- 
tier of Yugoslavia packages were wel- 
comed by hungry children. One man had 
initiated more good-will in two months 
than scores of politicians and billions of 
dollars could make or unmake in years. 


Because Pearson is a working newsman 
himself, press and radio comments have 
underplayed his role in the story. He knew 
that he would get small credit for what he 
did. And thatis as he would want it. But as 
we see it, projects like the Friendship Train 
do not spring full-blown from the soil. 
Someone has to strike the spark, interest 
others, organize them for fast work; some- 
one has to fight off the Cassandras who say 
it can’t be done. 


All his life Drew Pearson has had to get 
things done. The son of a Quaker minister, 
he earned his own way asa boy by trapping 
small game. He became a traveling lec- 
turer and broadened his horizons. At the 
end of World Wat I he went overseas for 
the American Friends Service Committee 
and spent two years doing relief work in 
the Balkans. In Yugoslavia they named a 
town, Pearsonavatz, to honor him and his 
good work. Pearson never forgot the star- 
vation and agony that are the backwash of 
war. That memory and a big, bold heart
